The exports of leaf tobacco from the 
United .States in the first eight months 
of the current calender year amount to 
152,454,573 pounds, valued at $12,186,- 
860, against 194,060,498 pounds in the 
corresponding period ol 1886, valued at 
$18,224,476. The average export price 
of 1887 was 7.8 cents a pound, Mid that 
of the same months of 1886 was 9.3 
cents a pound. Iu the last series of 
ten fl.-cal years the export prices were 
never ns low as in the calander year 
1887 so far as II has gone, except 1879 
aud 1880, a decline of 1.5 cents being 
shown as compared with that period of 
1886 

In August the exports amounted to 
47,177,272 pounds, against 62,421,671 
pounds in August, 1886. The average 
export price of August was 8 5 in 1887 
aud 8.19 cents in 1886. The boom has 
evidently trot struck the exporters. 

The exports to England In August 
were 15,958,938 pounds, agaiust 20,205,- 
970 pounds in 1886 ; to Germany, 
9,167,331, against 16, *76, 880 pounds ; 
to France, 5.030,000, against 7,210,770 
pounds ; to other countries in Europe, 
16,198,688, agaiust 18,152,037 |>ounda. 

In ttie eighth mouth England took 
41,504,671 pouinls, against 61,198,072 
pouuds in 1886 ; Germany, 31,285,278, 
against 48,777,153 pounds ; France, 13,- 
515,892, against 14,161,041 pounds ; and 
other countries iu Europe, 51,553,650, 
against 55,870,778 pounds. 

Europe is iu short iu her takings in 
tlie first eight months of 1887 as com- 
pared witii the corresponding period 
of 1886, by 47 million pounds, and fell 
behind further iu the last mouth by 
15 million pouuda. The exports of 1887 
have been running far below the av- 
erage in volume, nod have been at 
a price the lowest of the record, witii 
one exception. Here is a pretty kettle 
of fish for a boom year. — Courier-Jour- 
nal.

THE TARIFF ON FARM PRODUCTS. 

St. Lotus Republican. 

The most ludicrous part of our 
tariff is that which imposes duties 
on farm products. It actually im- 
poses a duty of twenty cents a 
bushel on imported wheat; ten 
cents a bushel on Indian corn, oat6 
and corn meal ; 20 per cent, on 
Hour ; $2 a ton on hay ; 20 per 
cent on animals; one cent a pound 
on beef and pork; two cents a 
pound on hams and bacon ; tw r o 
cents a pound on lard, and four 
cents a pound on butter. These 
duties do not have any effect 
whatever, except to protect a few 
small -fisted farmers in New Eng- 
land against Canadian competition; 
They do not benefit the real farm- 
ing interests of the country in the 
slightest degree, and were never 
intended to. Our farmers raise 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
worth of these articles for export ; 
indeed, these articles make up the 
mass of our exports; we raise 
them and send them to Europe, 
where they successfully compete 
with similar articles produced 
there. Indeed, so ineffetive are 
the duties on grain and other farm 
products that not one farmer in 
twenty know’s that such duties ex- 
ist. The only agricultural pro- 
ducts really beuefitted by our 
tariff are sugar and rice — and these 
are raised only by a few planters 
in Louisiana and South Carolina. 
Our duties on farm products are a 
bald cheat and fraud for the de- 
lusion of Western farmers. The 
protective tariff was devised for 
Jhe benefit of Eastern manufac- 
turers alone ; but decency requir- 
ed that this fact should be con- 
cealed and some pretense of equal- 
ity be maintained — and this is ac- 
complished by levying duties on 
farm products that are never im- 
ported, and can not be imported. 
The Western farmer is made to 
pay a protective duty on nearly 
everything he buys — salt, sugar, 
rice, clothing, fencing- wire, lumber 
and tools — but not one cent of 
protection does he get for himself.

The magnitude of the work 
done in controller Durham's of- 
fice is exhibited by the report just 
issued, a copy of which he for- 
warded to The Climax. During 
the year nearly forty thousand 
accounts were examined, and 
vouchers issued to the amount of 
nearly three million, involving 
the enormous sum of thirty hun- 
dred million dollars ! Yet Mr. 
Durham's salary is only three 
thousand dollars a year, and in 
Washington where it costs more 
to live than any other place on 
the American continent, while 
the minister to Peru gets ten 
thousand dollars a year, where it 
costs less to live than anywhere 
else. 

PLENTY OF MONEY. 

Mr. A. J. Drexel, of New York, 
a prominent banker and a mem- 
ber of the well-known firm of 
Drexel, Morgan A Co., does not 
believe there is or will be any 
scarcity of money. In conversa- 
tion, one day last week, he said 
that the ‘‘stories that have been 
published from time to time about 
a stringency of money market 
have been exaggerated. In fact, 
there has been no stringency in 
the money market. There has 
been, to certain extent, a timidity 
m certain circles to let out money, 
but not to the extent the public 
has been led to believe. AVhile 
it is still a little early to make 
predictions for the coming year. 
I consider that the future outlook 
is bright. There is no reason \v hv 
this prosperity should not contin- 
ue.'”

The elec- 
tion of Maj Reed to ttie highest office 
In the Graud body of Independent Odd 
Fellows in the State of Kentucky, 
where there are seven thousand mem- 
bers, is ail the more complimentary to 
him when the tact is taken into con- 
sideration that among the active mem- 
bers are Hon. Asher G. Caruth, mem- 
ber of Congress from Loutariile, who 
defeated the Hou. Albert Willis; Judge 
Wm. B. Hoke, of Louisville ; Lieuten- 
ant Governor Johu C. Underwood, of 
Covingtou ; Hon. Milton J. Durham, 
of Danville, and many others like 
them. Maj. Reed came to Richmond 
from Michigau a dozen years ago, a 
poor boy, without education, money or 
frieuds. Rut he had an object in view’, 
and the nerve to pursue it. He entered 
Central University. When he had 
finished his studies he read law, and 
has acquired a good practice. He was 
married several years ago to Miss Con- 
nor, of ixiuisville, and has an interest- 
ing family. 

The week before the meeting of Odd 
Fellows, the Masonic Grand Lodge 
convened there. Capt. A. H. Shirley, 
late of this place, was in the line of 
promotion, haviug served as Grand 
Senior Warden and Graud Junior 
Warden, aud had he not removed 
from the State would have been elected 
Grand Master of the Masonic Graud 
Lodge.

At a few minutes before 11 
o’clock the procession began to move 
At the bead of the line came fb e 
Chief Marshal of the day, Gen 
Wade Hampton, riding Bide by- 
side witii Gov. Fitzhugli Lee, both 
superb)? mounted. Then followed the 
Governor's staff in brilliant nniform, 
and the assistant marshals. Next in 
successive order came the Virginia 
Confederate veteran camps, the vet- 
erans of tiie Maryland line, the volun- 
teer infantry of Virginia and the Noitb 
Carolina Artillery, and then all tbs

whole made soeh a display as has 
never before been seen in Richmond. 
Dense crowds packed the sidewalks 
along the whole route of march, and 
the eutbnsiasra of the populace was 
given vent to in almost incessant 
cheers.

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A BEAUTIFUL AND PROSPEROUS 
COUNTRY. 



One of tiie most beautiful ami at the 
same time one of the most prosperous 
localities iu Hie great North-west is 
that along the line of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul Railway. It 
has au unusually vigorous and pros- 
perous appearence. One of its prime 
characteristics is the absence of aban- 
donment. There are no dilapidated or 
deserted houses, no old fields, rickety 
feuces, or oilier evidences of decay 
Everything that lias ever been in use 
is yet in use, and improved right up to 
the last moment and topmost notch. 
Whirling along the road above named, 
one sees no poor cows, old horses and 
sharp-hack hogs. There is no barren 
territory. When they have a field 
they have a field, and the same way 
with a forest. It is au undulating 
country with grass and trees, brooks, 
rivers aud lakes. 

There are numerous places of interest. 
Milwaukee is a large and prosperous 
city with one of the finest uuion depots 
in the world, tiie largest brewery in 
America— it is owned by Phil Best — 
an exposition building of merit — It was 
at the opening— aud various other in- 
stitutions of iuterest. The city is situ- 
ated on the west shore of Lake Michi- 
gau. Iu Milwaukee resides Mr. A. V. 
H. Capertou, the (•aseenger head and 
shoulders of the vast system of railway 
known as the O. M. & St. P., above 
mentioned. 

Tweutv miles west of Milwaukee is 
the noted town of Waukesha, made 
famous by its Bethesda and Siluriau 
waters that may lie had at any drug- 
store all the country over, so extensive 
are the sales of them. The Fountain 
Spring House has a capacity for eight 
hundred guests, aud is patronized by 
people from all parts of the world. X 
reached ^Vaukesha 011 tiie night of the 
8th of September, aud next morning 1 
beheld the greatest frost I ever saw. I 
raked it up on the platform like a 
yoyng snow, but tiie people thereabouts 
did not seem to thiuk it any thing 
extra; uor did the vegetation seem to 
mind it much. They must have lough 
vines and leaves at Waukesha. The 
water was discovered by sinking deep 
wells. Tiie town was small, obscure 
aud of no importance before tiie find- 
ing of tiie mineral waters. If Rich- 
mond should find a similar water in 
her effort for natural gas, what a “feu 
strike” it would prove. 

Further along tiie way is Portage 
City, and near it tiie beautiful Lake 
Pewankce with its great ice bouses. 
Then comes the lovely Oconomowoc, 
one of tiie finest lakes in the world, aud 
a popular summer resort. 

But the “Dells of the Wisconsin” 
must be seen to be appreciated. Pictured 
rocks, like unto Lake Erie aud the 
French Broad; cavernous openings iu 
precipitous cliffs; cansades,ediee, rapids, 
caves aud all the other attractions that 
nature can bestow upon a tortuous 
river in its weird career through can- 



yons, dells and dales. The road crosses 
the river time and agxin, and at sta- 
tions slongjhe way boats and guides 
may be had lor seeing tiie sights and 
yanking tiie vivacious trout. 

As you proceed, strange white lowers 
loom up In the distance. They appear 
too large for objects formed by human 
hands, and too slender for any object 
of nature. At length you reach them, 
aud for miles along you pass, some 
times near, sometimes far away. They 
are the “chimney rocks,” or natural 
towers like colossal monuments in a 
Gnllivar land.

AUTUMN MILLINERY. 

Noticeable Feature* ln the FaU Shape* 
or Hat* and Bonnet*. 

The favorite felt is a smooth, soft 
kind, with tho under side of some of • 
the brims showing a hairy plush effect. 
Felt pieces come in capotes which are 
almost shapeless, and milliners fold 
and flute and arrange in some pleas- 
ing and becoming form. C'oth hats 
woven Into pretty shapes are orna- 
mented with thorn-stiteh in wool of tho 
same color. There are bands made of 
cloth beautifully worked with gold 
thread, and embroidered palms are cut 
out and laid with the edge Of one lap- 
ping over the other, and these are to 
be placed between tho actual brim and 
top of the crown of the capotes. This 
shows tiiat the new capotes are not 
very small, or there would be no room 
for such divisions. The new models 
are all larger than those of last season. 
Rather large turbans are soon, with 
brims turned np higher at the sides 
than in front, and there is an elon- 
gated, round bat which comes in size 
between the turban and B >ul anger. 
Ribbons knotted over the crown, with 
a plume of cocks’ feathers bird’s head, 
or some fancy plumage, compose the 
trimming of such hats. 

It is sai l that ribbons will remain a 
popular garniture during tho winter, 
the newest having straight corded 
edges. Faille and moire combinations 
with corded edges are largely import- 
ed, mostly in two and a half and four 
inch widths. The first will be the 
favorite width for trimming, and both 
will be used for strings. 

Clus erc-d vertical bows arc worn 
against Diorctoire crowns and sym- 
metrical loops are placed on each side 
of a capote, with fancy arrangements 
of plumage between. Some of the 
bonne's show a revival of the old 
style of placing the strings at the hack 
of tho crown, and so brought around 
to the front and tied loosely. Paris 
milliners are using small birds, but 
American importers arc buying care- 
fully. knowing the feeling that exists 
against their destruction in this coun- 
try. For dres.-y bonnets black laco 
combined with colored velvets will 
form a garniture, and jet will bo used 
sparingly. 

Gray promises to be n favorite 
shade, and a new tint in light gray 
shows a touch of lavender. Crimson 
will combine with brown and black; 
but few bonnets entirely of crimson 
are noted. Turquoise and dull bine 
with dull pink are seen. Cream-white 
will bo n urh used in combinations, 
and cream-white ribbons trim the out- 
sides of bonnets of gray, brown, or 
any of the green shades while the 
strings match the color of the bonnet 
Cream-white bands are embroidered in 
gold. 

Piain shot and watered velvets, 
mole-skin, and beaver-iike face plush 
will be among the fashionable mil- 
lincrv fabrics. There nrj elegant 
watered ribbons with gilded or silver- 
ed welt that are very eff ctivc. 

A noticeable feature in tho fall 
shapes are wider and lower crowns in 
bonne's, and wider and more capri- 
cious brims in the ha s. The crowns 
are ranly over medium height, and 
in some shapes they aro 
broad and square. A distinguished 
feature of some of the Paris hats 
shows the brim much projected and 
turned up high dir. c ly in front, or 
in a high curve cither at the left side 
or at the left front quarter. Another 
shape has a brim of medium width in 
front and forms a high point a: each 
side of the back. Some of turbans 
have queer brims, showing a deep 
scallop cut out directly in front, and 
some have the brim in a tall point met 
by a shallow curve at the left side of 
the front. A greater difference is 
seen in the shapes than generally ex- 
ists from one season to another. 

M liiners are still making pretiy lit- 
tle bonnets of shirred and draped laco 
and crepe lisse, and matronly black 
lace bonnets are trimmed withJi'.ncs. 
bunches of lilies of the valley, or some 
other delicate flower; they aro in novel 
shapes, and likely to b ; worn late ia 
the season .

An Article Which In Sold for m Fenny and 
Vet Fay* a Profit to Both Dealer 
and Manufacturer* 



cheerless, during the season that is ' 
known in England as summer. We ; 
are located a! the seaside, and the ' 
necessity has arisen for writing an im- | 
portant business letter. We have 
called for paper, pen and ink; and al- [ 
though the tirst is obtainable — some 
having been included, by a rare chance, j 
among the chaotic mass of indispen- i 
sables brought from the homestead — 
the ink and the pen are not forthcom- I 
i’.g. Even the laudlady of the lodg- I 
ings has admitted her poverty in this | 
particular, and as a last resource, the 
domestic has been despatched through 
the rain to the nearest stationer's; aud | 
she has returned with a small bottle of 
ink and a pen and holder, for which 
site has laid out one penny. 

The letter is written, and lies 
ready to be dispatched. As the rain 
continues to fall, we are driven for 
lack of occupation to consider and to 
criticise the furniture, and the vari- 
ous shelly and sea- weedy ornaments 
that adorn our sitting-room. But 
there is a limit to even satirical com- 
ments on shabby furniture, and as all 
else in the room has been (metaphoric- 
ally) dragged to pieces, the recent 
purchase comes under notice. A pen- 
ny bottle of ink! There can be noth- 
ing remarkable in so commonplace an 
article. Have we not seeu them in 
the newsvending class of stationers’ 
shops, heaped together in the corner 
of the window, or on a back shelf — 
rough, ding} - , uninviting objects! 
Why waste a moment of time or a 
passing thought over such merchan- 
dise? But the rain keeps us within 
doors, and affords an excuse, in the 
absence of other amusement, for turn- 
ing to this humble pennyworth. 

Whatever else it may be, it can not 
with justice be classed as a dear pur- 
chase. The shopkeeper, presumably, 
made a profit on the sale, the manu- 
facturer also benefited, aud most like- 
ly there was a middleman, who ha* 
not gone unrewarded. It would ap- 
pear that our purchase of this small 
bottle has a-sured a monetary profit t< 
two. if not throe, tradesmen. When w« 
come to think of it, there must bt 
many Olliers who have shared in oui 
penny. When examined in order, w< 
find: the bottle; the ink. black and 

fluid, and exceedingly pleasant foi 
writing; a cork, scalod with wax; • 
printed lcbel. covering a slot in tbt 
bottle, in which rests a wooden pen- 
holder. containing a good steel nib. 
Thus we have six articles, each one 
from a different source, brought to 
getber and retailed for one penny. 
How can it lie done for the money. 
Perhaps, if we examine still closer, w« 
“may get some insight into the secret, 
though to fathom it completely nius 
necessarily be beyond ua 

The glass of the bottle is of th< 
cheapest quality. It is evidently mad« 
of "cullet” — a technical term foi 
broken windows, tumblers, bottles, 
and every description of fractured 
glass. Among the curious trades that 
abound arc collectors of broken glass 
who clear the dust-yards and tb< 
builders' yards, and carefully select 
and keep apart the flint and plate- 
glass from the common window-panes. 
These collectors supply the smal 
glass-blowers; and vans loaded with 
this fragile freight may oftentimes lx 
.seen journeying to the workshops 
where, night and day, the furnace: 
bliize. and perspiring men blow th 
'motel metal into the heated mould:

NICE LAW POINTS. 

Th. Rif tit* «f th. People to Water for the 
Cm of Town* mad Cittern. 

This question is ono that is destined 
to become increasingly prominent as 
the population increases, the country 
becomes more developed, and the 
available supply of water in times of 
scarcity becomes less and less. This 
subject is presented under the head of 1 
a "Resource for Cheap Water for the 
People” in the last publication of the 
New England Water-Works Associa- 
tion. It seems that in at least two 
8tates (Massachusetts and Maine) all 
natural bodies of water of over ten 
acres in area are legally styled "Great 
Ponds,” and have always been public 
property — no private title approaching 
nearer than low-water mark The [ 
State of Massachusetts has adopted the 
principle of giving this water free to J 
municipalities requiring it. The ar- 
gument by T. M. Stetson, Esq., sub- 
mitted at tbe time of the application 
of Fall River for condemnation of the 
water of Watuppa Ponds, is given in 
full in this paper. It is based on two 
propositions: 

(1.) That the State owns the water In these 
“Great Ponds,” and may well give from It to j 
its people without toll or payment. 

(*.) That any ancient licenses or privileges 
heretofore allowed to parties to use. control, 
and avail of the surplus waters after they pass 
Into the outlet stream (the Quequechan or 
Fall river), shall, so far as they legally may, be 
revoked or prevented from standing now In the 
way or the proposed gift from the State to its 
people. 

The opponents of the application 
held that they had a prior right from 
continued use under a license given in 1 
1826. but the argument states that the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
had in three cases decided against the 
irrevocability of such licenses. 

The State had in 1847 consecrated 
the Great Ponds to the public for ever, 
and Justice Hoar upheld this in a writ- 
ten opinion, stating: "There is no ad- 
judged case in which any right in them 
adverse to the public has ever been 
recognized.** This same opinion 
quotes from several other opinions as 
follows: 

Riprarlmn owner, on the stream own the uses 
of the water that actually succeeds in getting 
Into the stream, but that is alL 
The use which every owner In a running 
stream may claim Is only of the water which 
ha* entered Into and become part of the 
stream 

Tbe grant by the Legislature of an exclusive 
light of the water power of a navigable stream 
does not give title to the corpus of the water. 
Hence a subsequent grant to the district tc 
erect water works to supply Its Inhabitant: 
with water is not in violation ot the previou: 
(rant of the water power. 

An upper owner has an unqualified right tc 
drain his marsh, and a neighboring proprietoi 
can not complain of deprivation of watei 
| which would otherwise come to his land. etc. 
Water taken from a pond before It could 
reach the outlet never could be water flowing 
from the pond. 

In short, until water gets Into a definec 
water-course, it has no relations with the ripa 
rian owners along anch water-course. The Un« 
of demarkation of the title ts at the point 
| where the water de facto leaves the great pond 
and enter* the water-course. Till then It be- 
longs to the State, afterwards to the riparian 
ewne.-s on the stream. 

Numerous other decisions are quoted 
to show that no license by the State 
can be held to bo irrevocable, or to 
withhold the State from exercising its 
sovereignty should occasion arise.

grease it and put it away in a dry 
place for the fall plowing. Then, when 
thc fall work is over, the tools are 
greased and put away for spring. So 
I treat every tool as fast as 1 get 
through with it. I use coarse sand-pa- 
per to clean off all rust, if there is any, 
before greasing. The axle-grease dur- 
ing winter, will dry and harden on the 
tools, and it will be some trouble to 
clean it off in spring. For this purpose 
1 use a mixture of turpentine and coal 
oil; rub well with this, and let the 
plow stand over night, and a few 
furrows will scour it off clean, 
and if there should bc any rust spots, 
they can soon be removed with coarse 
sand-paper. I would like to see every 
farmer who will make a team pull a 
rusty plow, have to plow one day with 
one of his hand plows, all rusted; and 
when it has been cleaned let him try it 
awhile. I think this would break him 
of using rusty plows. It did nte. It is 
the same with hoes; in fact, there is no 
tool fit to work with when it is all eaten 
up with rust There is not only the 
great savmg in labor in keeping tools 
clean, but a great saving in expense; 
for a tool taken care of will last for 
years; while if left to lie around all 
over the farm where last used, repairs 
will have to be made, or new ones 
must be bought every spring. — F. S. 
White, in Bural Few Yorker.
